[Allies are fighting, namely the freedom of the 
races which have been converted into minor!

the war. The question of guarantees is the 
real diMiculty, for no statesman in Europe 
would, after recent experiences, dare to trust 
lany guarantees which might be given either by 
Herr Hitler himself or any of his helrs to ofce. 
it follows that one of the principal aims must 
be the abolition of his government, and the sub- 
stivution therefore of a régime which can be 
tcusted. Sir Walter's suggested aims are in 
rset very litle different from those which have 
already been propounded. ‘The liberation of 
[Czechoslovakia ‘and. Poland is the paramount 
Jconsideration, the securing of adequate guaran: 
tees almost the same as Mr. Chamberlain's idea 
but to that he has added a’ means of ascertain- 
ing the boundaries of the victimized — states 
which should commend itself as likely to do 
the ‘most justice in the light of circumstances 
which must always be difficult. That portion of 
Sir Walter Layton's scheme has much to be 
sald for it, and when the time comes for a 
final settlement it is to be hoped that some such 
process will be resorted to. That that may 
necessitate something in the nature of trans 
ference of populations, similar to what Herr 
Hitler has been doing, should be borne jn mind, 
for he has set a valuable precedent for bring 
Jing about more stable conditions after war has 
jended, and removing causes for irritation, 
‘which, no matter how real or unreal they 
might’ have been, certainly gave Herr Hitler 
some sort of excuse for his marauding expedi- 
ions.

RUSSIA AND GERMANY 
Nov. 1. 


‘What M, Molotov, Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar, will have had to say on the subject 
of Russo-German relations, and the question 
‘of peace will be known by the time these 
lines appear in print. There appears to be 
f general idea that his speech will contain 
something in the nature of a démarche de- 
manding that the Allies should come to 
terms with Herr Hitler, of course on the 
basis that the latter should be allowed to 
retain his ill-gotten spoils. To that there 
can still be only one answer, one which was 
given by Demosthenes in reply to the denun= 
clation by Philip of Macedonia of the treaty 
between that country and states in alliance 
with Athens — 

If it is open to us to be at peace and the 
matter reste with us—at peace let us be say T 
.....But if someone comes with sword in 
hand ‘at the head of a great force, and while 
dangling the name of Peace in front of you, 
makes war on you in deed—what is left but 
to resist him? Call this a peace. by all means 
fas he does, but only a lunatic can believe it 
to be peace; when he can seize what he 
chooses and later march against you. The peace 
which Philip means is peace on your side 
towards him but not on his side towards you. 
That is Philip's bargain —for him to make 
war on you" without your making war 
on hin 

No passage written or spoken today can with 
greater appositeness be quoted to describe 
the position of Herr Hitler vis-A-vis of the Al- 
ies, and any peace which he desires, any peace 
in favour of which Moscow may raise. its 
voice, cannot but be peace on the Allied 
side towards him, but none on his part to- 
wards them. It can be no portion of the 
Allies’ policy to acquiesce in what Herr 
Hitler has done despite their warnings, allow 
him a period in which to consolidate his 
position in the territories which he has seized, 
and then wait for that moment which he 
would deem propitious for another onslaught, 
if not upon the Allies, at least upon some 
neighbouring country upon which he has set 
his covetous eyes. Nothing up to the pre- 
sent has occurred to modify the determina- 
tion which has been expressed in London 
and Paris that these continual threats to the 
peace and security of Europe shall be put 
an end to, and until that is done all talk of 
peace is futile, ‘There can be no mistake 
about it} any peace by agreement at this 
stage on Herr Hitler's terms can be nothing 
but an incitement to both Germany and Rus- 
sia to engage in further incursions into the 


























territories of their neighbours and the per- 
petuation of the reign of terror which has) 
already lasted far too long. 

There is some speculation as to what will 
happen if, and when the Allis make it quite 
clear again that the sword will not be laid 
aside until the Hitlerian régime is driven 
back into the shadow of things best forgot- 
ten. It may be said with the greatest con— 
fidence that nothing can happen now which 
would take the world by surprise. It was 
early recognized that there was something 
more in the non-aggression pact between 
Russia and Germany announced on August 
23, than immediately met the eye. There 

is behind it obviously the arrangement to 

There may be still more, 
‘and if at some future date it is found that 
that pact was the preliminary to a formal 
military alliance neither the Allies nor the 
world at large will be in any way surprised. 
‘That possibility has been fully recognized, 
and provided for, and, while it may prove in 
the ultimate result to be an awkward fact 
to be dealt with, it does not present any 
potentialities of which the Allies need be 
afraid, Of this there can be the completest 
certainty ; whatever Russia decides to do to 
assist Germany the latter will have to pay 
through the nose for it. German influence in 
eastern Europe has sustained a severe blova 
It may indeed be said to exist only in those 
tertitories at present subjugated by force of 
German arms. In the Balkans Russia has 
‘assumed the paramount position at the ex- 
pense of Berlin, and that for a pact, and 
neutral assistance which may prove just as 
precarious as others to which Herr Hitler 
has been a party. ‘That Russia does not 
trust Germany is clearly demonstrated by 
her actions, and the time may come when 
Germany forced to pay heavily for whatever 
she gets from Russia will prove a bankrupt 
customer, in whom Russia will speedily fail 
to take any interest. It is very clear that: 
M. Stalin is out to make everything he pos 
sibly can out of the present situation, and 
while he may be induced to go to war it 
will not be so much for the purpose of assist~ 
ing Germany as of furthering his own in- 
terests even if at the expense of those 
enemies with which Germany is at present 
engaged. 

‘There are, however, reasons why ‘the 
effecting of a military ‘alliance with Russia 
‘may not entirely serve Germany's book. It 
fs obvious that, with Russia engaged in war, 
the demands which would be made upon her 
economic system would increase in direct 
proportion to the size of her contribution to 
the common cause. Obviously, as is the 
case in other countries at war, demands upon 
the supply of raw materials ‘would increase 
enormously, and the result would be that 
whatever surpluses Russia may now be able 
to afford Germany at a price would then be 
needed for home consumption, so that a 
Russia engaged in a military adventure 
‘would no longer provide those benefits which 
it is sought to derive from the present 
friendship. It would seem that, at any rate 
until Russian resources have been developed 
to a greater degree than they are at present, 
an active military alliance between the two 
countries would not operate to Germany's 
benefit unless it were to render possible that 
speedy victory of which Herr Hitler stands 
in such urgent need. Such an alliance might 
have the effect of diverting Allied concen- 
tration from Europe and the dissipation of 
their forees to other parts of the world, 
which some crities of Allied military poli 
during the last war alleged denied them an 
earlier victory than that which they secured. 
‘That would not necessarily shorten the war 
now, might even serve to prolong it, and 
while it would be rash indeed to endeavour 
to discount too greatly the new dangers 
which such an understanding would inevit- 
ably create, it is rasher still to conjure up 
all sorts of perils which may not in the event 
prove {o exist. The non-aggression pact, as 
it is pointed out has failed to cause many of 
the resulls which were expected; ‘Turkey 
has remained faithful to the Allies, Italy has 
remained neutral, the passage of the Pitt- 
man Neutrality Revision Bill seems to be 
almost a certainty, the Finnish problem has 
not been settled and the question of Bes- 
sarabia remains an open question. It is, 
therefore, by no means unlikely that a 
military alliance between Germany and Rus- 
sia would prove just as sterile, and, there- 
fore, while such a development may be 
anticipated, it is by no means to be feared. 


























ITALIAN CHANGE 
Nov. 2. 


Even more important than M. Molotov's 
enthusiastically “neutral”, pro-German speech 
at Moscow is the news that there has been 
‘a reshuffle of the Italian Cabinet, which has 
for the moment completely overshadowed 
everything else in significance. For it there 
are on the face of things two explanations: 
fone that it is one of those periodical changes 
which Signor Mussolini has made before; and 
the other that I! Duce is confirming his in- 
dependent, “wait and see” policy. ‘There is 
a third reason given, which is probably over 
optimistic, that he is contemplating a volte 
face in his policies, but that seems to be 
completely offset by the importance of the 
frst two. Signor Mussolini has all along 








ya of purely Italian interests, and in his 
determination to keep his country out of war 

showing a quality of statesmanship which 
is not being displayed north of the Brenne1 
Pass. Ever since Herr Hitler concluded his 
pact with Russia, and to that extent threw 
Malian friendship overboard, it has been 
clearly demonstrated that at no time did he 
ever have much regard for Italian interests, 
while the wandering away from the Rome- 
Berlin axis, which this step represented, gave 
NI Duce full notice that he was not to expect 
anything different from what he had already 
experienced. A degree of distrust was im- 
Ported into Italian and German relations 
which Herr Hitler has done nothing to allay, 
and which can only serve to enhance the 
‘unpopularity of the understanding which has 
all along been shown in Italy. There is not 
now, and never has been any really solid 
foundation for the understanding which it 
was. attempted to cement between the two 
countries. To a very great extent it was 
brought about, not through any real rap- 
Prochement between the two people, but 
rather because of the grave mistakes of 
Anglo-French diplomacy of the last three 
years. That relations between the three 
‘countries have of late improved is one of 
the gratifying features of the present situa- 
tion, and the reaffirming of Italian neutrality, 
which is to be seen in the present constitu- 
tion of the Italian Cabinet, is most heartily 
welcomed. 

‘The changes in personnel are complete 
with the exception of I Duce himself and 
Count Ciano, The inclusion of so strong 
an anti-Communist as Signor Muti is sum 
cient indication of how Signor Mussolini 
regards the menace of Bolshevism. He is 
still as bitterly opposed to it as ever he 
was, and not for some temporary advantage 
will’ he permit a foothold being given to 
doctrines, which once menaced Italy, and 
from which he saved it. On the other hand 
there is a definite weakening of pro-German 
representation in the new ministry. Signor 
Dino Alfieri and General Alberto" Pariani 
who have consistently maintained close con~ 
tacts with the German Nazi leaders have 
been removed. It is true that Count Ciano 
‘who negotiated the Italian-German 
prochement still remains in office, but it is 
believed that his opinions regarding a close 
friendship with Germany have undergone 
considerable modification since the betrayal 
of the Axis to Moscow. ‘The way has been 
cleared for the following of a more in- 
dependent policy, and if in the comparative: 
ly near future there is to be noticed a 
gradual weaning away from German in- 
fluences that can be the only possible result 
from recent German action so long as Signor 
‘Mussolini remains as firm in his opposition 
to Communism as he has consistently 
shown himself to be. Tied to the chariot 
wheel of Herr Hitler, as Italy at one time 
appeared to be, she presented no dignified 
picture, and the resumption of complete 
political independence consorts more fitting: 
ly with a Power of Italy's standing. Bri 
tain and France will doubtless welcome the 
change as evidence of the greater possibility 
of arriving at a still better understanding 
with Italy. Relations ought never to have 
been allowed to deteriorate, and if the new 
Cabinet shows evidence of 'a greater amen- 
ability, there should be no hesitation on the 
part of the Quai d'Orsay and Whitehall to 
respond to it. ‘That need not necessarily 
‘mean any departure from that neutrality to 
which Signor Mussolini has committed him- 
self, a neutrality which is imperative if 
Sighor Mussolini is to have his hands free 
to deal with the menace which Russia must 
inevitably prove to be in the Balkans. 


In this connection it is to be noted that 
in that part of south-eastern Europe there 
is a growing desire for the formation of a 
neutral bloc under the leadership of Italy 
which would ensure the greater safety of 
the component nations against the incur- 
sions of Germany or Russia, It must be 
confessed that the latter now seem more 
likely, and future developments may oblige 
Italy to take a stronger hand in the Balkans 
than the existence of the Rome-Berlin Axis 
permitted. Ialy might have acquiesced in 
a large degree of domination by Germany 
in the Balkan States, so long as the Italian 
German understanding remained unsullied 
by any connection with Russia, but directly 
that country was admitted, even partly into 
the general ambit of the axis, and  com- 
menced to seek dominance with which it 
was not before so closely concerned, then a 
reassertion of Italian interests in the Bal- 
Kans became an imperative necessity, if 
they were not ultimately to be completely 
lost. The Balkans under German, and 
Russian hegemony, whether by both’ com- 
bined or cither of them separately, would 
be definitely against the interests of 
Italy and of peace itself. There is a definite 
desire in the Balkan states for a combination 
to protect their neutrality and keep them 
out of another war. It cannot be doubted 
for one moment that Italian leadership of 
‘such a bloc would be the best safeguard of 
common interests in that part of | Europe, 
and would prevent the spread of Com- 
munism right up to the castern shores of 
the Adriatic. There is a great deal to be 
said for the combination of 100,000,000

QUESTIONS UNANSWERED 
Nov. 3. 

Mn, Recwwato F.C, Masten has not, up to 
the present, succeeded in obtaining an an- 
swer to the very simple questions which he 
put in a letter addressed to the correspond- 
‘ence columns of this journal on November 
4, when he asked whether the indictment 
of Herr Hitler, by Mr. Neville Chamberlain's 
in his broadcast to the German people on 
the commencement of the war, contained 
statements which were true, .and what ex- 
planation reasoning Germans could give of 
the matter. He pointed out that Mr. Cham- 
berlain's reference to utterances by Herr 
Hitler can be verified from the reports of 
his public speeches, while the events which 
belie his words are now matters of history. 
It may be as well to reproduce Mr, Cham- 
bberlain's accusation :— 

“You may ask why Great Britain is con- 
cerned. We are concerned because we gave 
‘our word of honour to defend Poland against 
aggression. Why did we fecl it necessary 10 
pledge ourselves to defend this Eastern Power 
when our interests lie in the West, and when 
your Leader has said he has no interest to the 
West? ‘The answer is—and I regret to have 
to say it—that nobody in this country any 
longer places any trust in your Leader's word, 
He wave his word that he would respect the 
Locarno Treaty; he broke it. He gave his 
‘word that he neither wished nor intended to 
annex Avstria; he broke it, He declared that 
he would not incorporate the Czechs in the 
Reich; he did so. He gave his word after 
‘Munich that he had no further territorial dee 
mands in Europe; he broke it, He gave 
word that he wanted no Polish Provinces 
broke it, He has sworn to you for years that 
he was the mortal enemy of Bolshevism; 
he is now its ally.’ 

Chapter and verse can be quoted for every 
pledge which the British Prime Minister 
‘alleged Herr Hitler had given. It is now com- 
‘mon knowledge, and written plain across the 
face of Europe for all men to see, how Herr 
Hitler repeatedly broke his promises. ‘The 
smoking towns and blood soaked plains of 
Poland and the misery of the inhabitants of 
that foully-stricken ‘country are but the 
latest proofs of a policy of perfidy, concern= 
ing which, fortunately enough, Great Britain 
and France were suMciently warned, before 
the opportunity of stopping Herr Hitler had 
passed, All that was asked was how 
reasoning Germans could hope, in obedience 
to the common standard of ‘honesty and 
truth, to reconcile Herr Hitler's word with 
his deeds. 

‘To the original letter there have been two 
German replies, one by Mr. E. Koutanausen, 
appearing in these columns yesterday, and 
another written over the signature of Mn.

A reader has sent in a copy of the latter 
‘communication, which appears in today's 
correspondence column in order that readers 
may obtain as full an idea ns possible of 
the reaction of some Germans to the original 
letter. Ma, Koutitausen completely failed 
to answer the very simple questions _pro- 
pounded. With an accusation against Great 
Britain of violating the neutrality of the 
port of San Juan Fernandez, he combines 
fan attempt to show what he ‘thinks Britain 
is fighting for, and the reasons she has en- 
tered the war, With regard to the former 
point a reader aptly points out that if Great 
Britain were guilty at San Juan Fernandez, 
Germany was equally so in shelling a British 
submarine in Danish waters. If it is readily 
admitted that two wrongs do not make a 
right, it can also be pointed out that the 
German conduct of the last war was infinite- 
ly more open to criticism than was that of 
the Allies. But that is neither here nor 
there, the fact is that Mn. Kontaravsen does 
not answer the questions which Mn. Masten 
put, and which a large number of Allies as 
well as neutrals would like to see answered. 
Mr. S. Lannataxy is no more successful 
That the Treaty of Versailles is open to con- 
siderable criticism is admitted. It was re- 
ized by some of the Allied statesmen at 
the time, and one of them, Mr. Lloyd George 
sought modification of its terms in several 
respects. To call the Treaty the grossest 
pice of fraud imaginable is to handle words 
lightly. The fact is that the German con- 
ception of the famous Fourteen Points of 
President Wilson, and the Allied were miles 
apart. ‘The former apparently believed that 
they would permit the retention of the status 
quo ante 1914, so far as German possessions 
were concerned ; the latter were equally de- 
termined that, within the limits of the Four- 
teen Points, Germany should be deprived as 
far as possible of any opportunity of ever 
again plunging Europe into war, ‘That Herr 
Hitler has succeeded in doing so, is entirely

of treaty breaking, and the fact starids out 
clearly that, if Europe is to have any peace 
at all, the activities of such men of ill-faith 
as Herr Hitler must be put an end to. 

‘Mn, Lannstaxn does mot answer the 
questions. The indictment of Herr Hitler 
by Mr. Chamberlain is simple and 
direct, He is accused of breaking by his 
facts the pledges he had given. Mr, Master 
merely asks whether Mr. Chamberlain's ac- 
cusations are true, and if they are, how it 
is possible for any reasoning German to re~ 
concile Herr Hitler's conduct with the 
standards of honesty, and truth which are: 
common to men of ali races. The simplicity 
of the points raised is apparent. Either Herr 
Hitler did not give the pledges which are 
alleged, and there is ample documentation 
for every one of Mr, Chamberlain's allega~ 
tions on that score, or he did. Of his actions 
Europe today bears witness, ‘ghastly witness. 
In the face of his promises and assurances 
how can the military subjugation of neigh 
bouring peoples be justifled save on the 
principle that might is right? What issue 
could possibly be plainer? ‘The answer is 
just as simple. It is impossible to reconcile 
‘he two in faco of the commonly accepted 
meanings of the words “honesty” and 
“truth,” for in Herr Hitler’s actions there 
has been neither of those qualities without 
which it is Impossible for either men or 
nations to dwell in security. It is just as 
impossible for the world to carry on without 
the existence of international goodwill, but 
that again is based solely upon these’ two 
standards in the light of which Herr Hitler 
has to be judged. There can be little doubt 
about it that the verdict which has already 
‘een rendered in most of the nations of the 
world will be that of posterity, for not all 
the words, not all the special pleading im- 
aginable can destroy the one great fact that 
between what Herr Hitler has said and what 
he has done, there is an unbridgable gap 
which can never be closed. The truth is 
that, In pursuance of his grandiose schemes 
for ‘the olevation of Germany to dominance 
of the whole world, Herr Hitler has been 
utterly and complete disregardful of all the 
canons of international and human morality, 
and these questions are not answered by 
Germans because they cannot be. Tt will be 
seen from the letters published today that 
some of the replies are becoming far too 
discursive and covering issues not raised by 
the origiial communication, and it is con~ 
sidered desirable to close this correspondence. 

















ARMS EMBARGO REPEAL 
Nov. 4. 

With a rapidity which was not expected 
the United States’ House of Representatives 
have taken action in connection with the 
new proposed neutrality legislation, by com~ 
pletely repealing the arms embargo’ contained 
in the Neutrality Act which President Roose- | 
velt has sought consistently to amend, and 
clearing the ground for the passage ‘of a 
new Neutrality Bill, which it is expected will 
bo passed in short order, It is interesting 
to note that the motion for repeal was one: 
of three in the form of instructions directed 
to the joint committee of both Houses. The 
first of these, forbidding Federal agencies 
to extend credits to belligerents, was defeated 
by 228 votes to 196. ‘The second favouring 
an embargo on arms, and ammunition, but 
not aeroplanes and other non-lethal instru- 
ments of war was rojected by 244 votes to 
179, a complete reversal of the voting on a 
similar motion last June, when it was passed 
by 214 votes to 173. ‘There now remains: 
‘only one motion of instruction to the joint 
committee, That is for the repeal of the 
farms embargo, and President Roosevelt has 
won a victory in the bitter struggle against 
the isolationists who fought him step by step 
in the Senate, but apparently realized the 
futility of the’ struggle in the Lower House 
where a week's debating settled the matter 
out of hand. And so the United States re~ 
gain that noutrality which was theirs until 
the passage of the enactment of last June, 
which was definitely non-neutral in charac~ 
ter, and tending to give an advantage to 
Germany which that country ought not to 
have. “A neutral hus the right to sell to) 
all belligerents, who can pay for what they 
‘want, and ean’ manage to receive the goods 
which they buy. ‘The fact that Germany is 
unable to secure transportation of war 
‘material from the United States because of 
the Allied command of the seas, is no reason 
whatever why the Allies who'can pay for 
their requirements, and can transport them 
overseas should be deprived of whatever 
benefits can be derived from a state of 
complete neutrality on the part of the United 
States. It is consequently a sound argument 
that the provision which has now been re~ 
pealed was unjust, and it was the American 
Jove of justice which eventually prevailed 
against the isolationists. 

It needs to bo remembered that the action 
of President Roosevelt in pressing for the 
repeal of the arms embargo, and the re- 
modelling of American neutrality legislation, 
was not the outcome of the commencement 
of war, though this may ultimately have in- 
fluenced the voting in Congress. It will be 
yemembered that the great ‘fight for change 
took place in June last, long before there 
‘was anything “more than a suspicion, 
suspicion which was not generally held’ by 
U. S. legislators,—that there would be an 

















would not be that Congress adjourned, not 
ordinarily to meet until January next. ‘War 
broke out, a special session of Congress: was 
called, and in view of all that had happened 
the majority, which had rebelled against the 
President's proposals, was converted in their 
favour. That the outbreak of war probably 
did influence the legislators cannot be denied, 
but the fact is that the Administration 
had intended amendment before war broke 
out, and that this latest step is not designed 
so much to meet present exigencies as to 
remedy a state of affairs to which President 
Roosevelt was all along opposed. ‘The posi 
tion is that the Allies can now purchase war 
supplies from the United States as Germany| 
‘ean from the Soviet, when, and if the latter| 
is ina position to provide them. Those 
parallels completely prove the correctness of 
the modification which Congress has now 
voted, showing that Congress ensures the 
‘same degree of justice to the Allies vis-a-vis, 
the United States, as Germany has in rela~ 
tion to Russia. It is of interest to note that, 
in the debate which preceded the vote, 
speakers pleaded the inopplicability of the 
neutrality act to both the European and 
Asiatic situations, and it is more than likely 
that the principles of all round equity did as 
much in influencing the ultimate vote, as the 
actions of Germany since the outbreak of 
war, ‘There can, however, be little doubt 
that the bombing of Polish towns as reported 
by the U, S. Ambassador to Warsaw, the 
sinking of the ss. Athenia and the recent 
seizure of the ss. City of Flint had a cer- 
tain effect upon those isolationists who were 
not prepared to advocate American aloofness 
at all costs, and though there is a very 
general, and, it may be said, proper deter- 
mination to'keep the United States out of 
the war, that does not necessarily mean that 
public opinion, which undoubtedly reacted 
upon the legislators, is likely to remain com- 
pletely indifferent to what yet may happen. 

Recent developments in the Baltic have 
not left that public opinion undisturbed. MM. 
Molotov, Soviet Foreign Commissar, has 
aroused the indignation of the United States 
with his references to Finland in his recent 
speech, and the policy which Russia is adopt- 
ing towards that country. That may not, 
and probably cannot lead to any active inter- 
vention by the United States in behalf of 
Finland, but M. Stalin, like Herr Hitler seems 
bent upon actions which “can only serve to 
inflame considerable resentment against 
them, in a country where principle is. still 
the criterion of the acts of individuals as 
‘well as of states. Thus the history of the past. 
few weeks may have done more to influence 
Congress than all the arguments which the 
‘Administration has put forward, though that 
is vindicated in its belief last June that: 
‘amendment was necessary in the light of the 
imminence of war. Delay in securing the 
repeal of the arms embargo has caused no 
serious harm. Fortunately the Allies’ pre- 
parations permitted them to enter into hos- 
tilities well equipped for the struggle, and 
the postponement of the entry into large 
scale fighting has served still more to 
strengthen thelr position. That does not, 
however, in any way discount the enormous 
advantage in having a source of supply of 
war materials of such importance as the 
United States available for the purpose of 
mending the wastage which fighting must 
Inevitably cause. The increase in Allied 
potential by the repeal of the embargo is all 
the more important when it is remembered 
that Germany is obliged in the main to rely 
upon her own resources, and while some as~ 
sistance may be afforded by neighbouring 
neutrals, the continuance of an efficient 
economic control at sea by the Allies con- 
siderably enhances by contrast with Ger- 
many, the benefits they are able to avail 
themselves of through the amended state of 
American legislation. ‘The repeal is not a 
vietory for the Allies, for they had no hand 
in it, but it does place them in a very ad- 
vantageous position. 














THE PAST WEEK 
Nov. 6. 

While last week did not prove to be 20 
‘epoch-making as it was at first belicved it 
‘would, sufficient events of importance occur- 
red to make it a memorable one. Contrary 
to expectations Anglo-Japanese discussions 
have not been resumed, and according. 
to the latest despatches there is at present 
no indication as to when they will be, On 
the other hand Mr. Joseph Grew, U. S. 
‘Ambassador to Tokyo, has had one conversa- 
tion with the Japanese Foreign Minister, 
Admiral K. Nomura, in which he is reported 
to have stated America's case in the course 
of @ general discussion. It is early as yet 
to endeavour to estimate what course these 
conversations will take, though there need 
not be the slightest doubt that the questions 
involved are of the greatest possible import- 
‘ance in the light of present strained relations 
between the two countries. From a military, 
‘and naval point of view the war in Europe 
Just dragged on, neither side apparently con- 
templating any’ serious fighting at the mo- 
ment. ‘There is indeed a possibility that no 
serious onslaughts in the western area will 
be commenced until the advent of spring, 
and the Allies are quite prepared to sit 
quietly while the economic control continues 
to deprive Germany of those war essentials 
which she needs at present, and will need

‘commences to make inroads into her stored 
resources which are not big in comparison 
‘with the magnitude of the task on which 
jshe has embarked. Probably the most im- 
portant development during the last week 
was in connection with the relationship be- 
tween Soviet Russia, and Finland. Follow- 
ing the successful subjugation. of Latvia, 
Lithuanfa and Esthonia to the will of the 
Kremlin, demands—the precise nature of 
which have not yet been disclosed, but 
which apparently necessitate the relinquish- 
ment of important points for the further 
strengthening of the Russian position in the 
Baltic,—were made. It is reported that Fin- 
land was prepared to agree to about two- 
thirds of what was asked, and the burning 
question is whether the Soviet Government: 
will be satisfied with this, or whether it will 
sseck to enforce the whole of its demands by 
‘military means. 

Should it decide upon the latter it seems 
‘that Finland is determined to’ resist. What 
help she will receive from the Scandinavian 
countries only time will show, but it ha 
always to be remembered that both Norway 
‘and Sweden are threatened by the Russian 
policy as it is now revealed. The require- 
ment of a concession in north Finland giving 
Russia a common frontier with Sweden is 
one of the most significant of the Soviet's 
demands, and gives rise to the question of 
whether Sweden is not next to be subjected to 
pressure from Moscow. In Rome there was a 
general reshuiMe of Cabinet Ministers, only 
Count Ciano retaining office as Foreign Minis~ 
ter. While in some quarters it is regarded as 
ust another of Signor Mussolini's periodical 
‘changes of advisers, others find significance in 
the removal of ministers with pro-Nazi in- 
clinations, and the inclusion of other men just, 
as bitterly opposed to Communism as Tl Duce 
himself. “It may very well be that he fully 
intends to maintain the neutrality which he 
declared at the commencement of the war, 
but that is quite deftnitely not to be taken 
‘as any indication of weakening of his attitude 
towards the political confection of Moscow, 
with which Germany has come to terms of 
friendship. Qaite one of the most interest= 
ing, and in some respects amusing incidents 
of the week has been the case of the Ameri- 
can ss. City of Flint, Captured on the high 
seas by a German battleship, a prize crew 
was placed on board which took her to 
Murmansk. ‘There was no other reason for 
that, than the fact that to get her to a Ger- 
man port would involve the risk of her be- 
ing captured by the Allied fleets. Pressure 
‘brought to bear on the Russian Government 
led to the vessel being ordered to leave the 
port, and an endeavour was made to reach 
Germany by hugging the Norwegian coast 
‘and keeping well within its territorial waters. 
‘A stay at ‘Tromsoe, and a further one at 
Haugesund, neither ‘of which were with the 
consent of ‘the Norwegian Government, con- 
stituted an infringement of Norway's’ neu- 
trality, and the government of that country 
very properly interned the German prize 
‘crew on board, and left the ship in the hands 
of its own crew at liberty to proceed about 
ts lawful occasions. Whether it will succeed 
in reaching safety across the North Sea re- 
mains to be seen, for though Dr. Goebbels 
‘has not yet announced that Great Britain 
intends to sink the vessel, preparatory to its 
being destroyed by German action, there is 
the possibility that the German Government 
will be reckless enough to attack the ship 
and sink her out of sheer pique that she has 
escaped with her cargo. 

In the United States public attention has 
been directed towards the debates in the 
House of Representatives which finally led 
to the repeal of the arms embargo in the 
neutrality bill which was debated and passed 
last June, against the advice of the Adminis- 
tration. Since war broke out there has 
been a very considerable swing of public 
opinion regarding this matter, and the re- 
bellion of certain legislators against President 
Roosevelt in June has now been brought to 
naught by the reversal of the action which 
‘was then taken by Congress. The isolationist 
victory in that month was in fact due to 
the secession of a certain number of men 
who would normally support the President, 
while the repeal of the embargo by a major- 
ity three times as big as was expected is 
‘clear evidence of the feeling with which the 
people of the United States have witnessed 
the outbreak of war, and the various incid~ 
ents which have occurred since. This action 
‘of Congress will permit the large contracts 
which have already been placed in the 
United States for various descriptions of war 
material to be completed. Much has already 
been done awaiting amendment of the neu- 
‘rality law, and in a very short while sub- 
stantial supplies on the “eash and carry" 
basis will be reaching the Allies. All in all, 
the week has ended with points in favour 
of the Allies. They have met with no re- 
verses, and their general position is infinitely 
better than it was before. Reports that Herr 
Hiler is suffering considerably from indeci 
sion appear credible. He is faced with the 
problem as to what he will do next to bring 
the war to an early conclusion, and in this 
respect the initiative is being left up to him, 
Various suggestions as to what he will do 
hhave been put forward, and any one of them 
scems to be feasible. ‘That it might involve 
him in further complications is in all prob- 
ability the reason why he cannot make up 
his mind as to which is the least costly to

“Herr Hitler will accept every condition 
demanded by M. Joset Stalin, the Soviet 
dictator, rather than yield before the Western 
Powers” is the significant commencement 
of a telegram from Paris reporting that in 
Berlin dissatisfaction with the Relchs~ 
fuchrer’s pro-Russian policy is rife. In 
contrast with those people, who throughout 
the centuries have submitted to martyrdom. 
father than deny the beliefs to which they 
have firmly held, Herr Hitler, to serve his 
‘own . purposes, has become ‘the complete 
apostate. Before the world at large he 
has foresworn himself; and, to the dismay 
of the people over "whom he rules, is 
apparently willing more and more to sell 
[himself and his country into the hands of 
a Government which a few months ago he 
declared. himself as _ regarding as the 
bitterest enemy of Germany. It is_re- 
ported that Communists, who since Herr 
Hitler came into power, have been sub- 
jected to the terrors of the concentration 
camps have been liberated. ‘They are 
apparently free to pursue the propagation 
of the Communist gospel, for, obviously, 
to imprison them again for doing so would 
be to commit an act unfriendly to Russia, 
and one which in the circumstances would 
arouse the greatest resentment. And 50, 
to silence all domestic opposition to his 
pro-Russian policy, Herr Hitler has 
established a super-Gestapo equipped with 
the decision of life and death to see that 
the Gestapo itself shall adapt its ways to 
the mew political concept, which Herr 
Hitler has discovered in the course of his 
desperate search for friends. It is not 
mere contradiction of original terms, but 
the substitution of an entirely new scheme 
of internal polities, in which, into the 
bosoms of the German people,’ taught to 
hate Communism as the devil is reported 
to hate holy water, there is to be inspired 
an undying affection. ‘The only thing in 
common which the two ideologies possess 
is their hatred of the Christian religion, 
Apart from that they are just as much 
opposed as ever they were, but Herr Hitler 
in his need has chosen to overlook that, 
and while his attention is now being fully 
concentrated in the west, M. Stalin is able 
to pursue his own schemes which are 
definitely aimed ultimately against, Ger- 
many, and operate even now against Gor- 
man interest. 

But while Herr Hitler has thus sold the 
German ‘birthright in eastern Europe for 
the mess of pottage which Herr Stalin has 














‘offered, it may very well be that Herr 
Hitler ‘contemplates no great degree of 
permanency in the bargain. There 





plenty of ground for believing that he 
thinks that, when the time comes, he will 
be able to throw off the Russian yoke 
which he is busy fixing about the necks of 
his people, and snatch back from Russia 


‘all that that country is now acquiring. If 
that is his idea, then he is dreaming 
fatuously. Whether the present war is 


‘short or long, even it Herr Hitler were to 
emerge victoriously from it, he would be 
in no position to wrest back that which he 
‘granted to Russia and that more which 
Russia is secking to grab for herself. ‘The 
facility with which he accomplished his 
first apostasy ig not likely to attend another 
attempt to revert to his former political 
beliefs. He has betrayed them to his own 
people. ‘They know no longer what to 
believe, and while he is frittering away his 
time and strength against the allies the 
ferment of Communism which was never 
dead in Germany, but merely driven 
underground, will again be working 
feverishly to. make up for the years which 
have been lost under suppression, If Herr 
Hitler really thinks that when it suits him 
he will be able to retrace his ideological 
steps he runs the grave risk of being sadly 
disillusioned, and the possibility of Ger- 
many becoming more and more under 
Communistic domination has been  trans~ 
ferred into the realm of probability. A 
second apostasy would, therefore, seem to 
be entirely out of the question. ‘This is 
interesting in view of the German com- 
plaint that Britain is wilfully prosecuting 
this war even after the raison d’étri 
Poland, has disappeared. Because that 
country has been despoiled’ and partitioned, 
it is claimed that Great Britain and France 
should recognize that fact and come to 
peace with its chief destroyer. ‘The claim 
that the cause of the war has thus disap~ 
peared, and that, therefore, hostilities 
should cease can only be advanced by those 
with remarkably short memories. 

Was not Belgium overrun in 1914, and 
the land to all intents and purposes 
deprived of its sovereignty and reduced to 
German possession? Was it not then 
‘argued, that if Britain had entered the war 
to save Belgium, that reason had now 
disappeared and’ with it had gone the 
reason for fighting? The answer is that 
the Allies recognized that fact and were 
fighting for the restoration of Belgium's 
integrity, That was achieved, and Belgium 
ig still herself, Just now Poland is 
situated where Belgium was twenty-five 
‘years ago, and it is one of the principal

Vae Victis ! 


It is not everyone who will agree with the 
recent statement of Lord Holifax that one of 
{the principal war aims of Great Britain was to. 
win ‘the war, not to defeat Germany, for there 
will be many who will enquire how it'is possible 
to do the former without accomplishing the 
latter. Obviously all that he meant was to fight 
to secure such a military position that no peace 
terms could be dictated to the Allies, and that 
in any peace which is to be negotiated every 
Jendeavour shail be made to avoid repeating the| 
mistakes which were made at the end of the 
last war. ‘That no peace terms shall be dictated 
to the Allies is absolutely imperative when the 
terms which wore given to Russia under the 
treaty of Brest Litovsk, and to Rumania in the 
Peace of Bucharest are remembered. Those two 
Jdocuments gave ample proof of what a German 
victory would have meant in those days, and 
what it would undoubtedly mean today. Brest 
Litovsk required Russia to renounce sovereignty 
in favour of Germany and Austria-Hungary over 
[Russian Poland, Lithuania, Courland, Livonia, 
Esthonia and the islands of Moon Sound. To 
Turkey she was forced to cede Ardahan, Kars| 
Jand “Batum. In addition she was forced to 
recognize the independence of Finland, | the 


Russia lost 34 per 
leent. of her population, 32 per cent. of her 
agricultural land, 85 per cent. of her beet sugar 
Tand, 54 per cent, of her industrial undertakings 
Jand'89 per ‘cent. of her coal-mines.

“A 
harsh peace.” he said, “You call it a harsh 
peace? "Just wait tll’ you soe what we are 
preparing for France and England.” It may 
not be desirable to defeat Germany, but it 
certainly is imperative that Great Britain and 
France should win.

Peiping Becomes 
Japanese City 


Peiping, Oct. 21. 

‘The chief effect on Peiping of the 
“new order in” East Asia," about 
‘whieh there is so much taik these 
days, would seem to be that it is 
rapidly becoming a Japanese city. 
‘There has been a steady infux of 
Immigrants of the poorer class from 
‘Japan, as much as 2,000 a month, it 
is sald; and the Japanese population 
‘of Peiping must now be nearly 60,000 
not Including the armed forces. 

In some of the main streets of the 
city’ one sees nowadays more Japan- 
fes@ about, than Chinese; 90 per cent. 
fof the occupants of motor-cars and 
75 per cent. of those in rickshaws are 
Japanese, Owing to this large in= 
ux of Japanese, the housing ques- 
ton has become acute, and in con- 
sequence there has been great build- 
ing activity all over the city, the 
results of which, hastily constructed 
Semi-modern buildings have not 
added to the city's beauty. 

If the present rate of increase con- 
tinues, the housing problem is likely 
to become unsolvable. ‘The Japanese 
authorities have, therefore, already 
started to draw up plans for a speciat 
Japanese suburb ouside and to the 
west of the elty, which is. likely to 
spoil the peace, quiet and other 
amenities of the Race Course dis- 
trict, where many foreigners have 
‘week-end cottages. A broad motor- 
road running due west has already 
‘been constructed, and the west wall 
of the Tartar City is being broken 
through, to enable it to connect up 
with one of the east-west main 
thoroughfares, 

"The only other noticeable improve- 
ment is the strict regulation of the 
traille at the intersection of all the 
main streets, by means of whistle, 
flags and traffle lights, all three in 
use at the same time. 


Cost of Living High 
For the rest, in the main problems 
of thelr daily lives, the people would 
not appear to be deriving any great 
Denefit from the “new. order in 
East Asia." On the contrary, the 
cost of living has seared to terrific 
heights, even in the common neces- 
saries of daily life, such as flour, coal, 
‘vegetables and so’ forth. I is true 
hat there has been a considerable 
advance in wages in recent months, 
especially among the labouring classes, 
but, as is usual in such a ease, it has 
not kept pace with the rise in the 
cost of living. Moreover, these neces- 
faries are” often. not 
at any price. This is, 
due to any real shortage, 
































‘but 
hoarding and profiteering, ‘and quite 
especially to commandeering by’ the 


Chinese and Japanese authorities. 
‘There was recently the case 
several large grain shops here, which 
were raided by the police on the 
the charge of profiteering: they were 
first closed ‘up altogether, but, 
Afterwards allowed to open again, an 
condition that they sold their stocks 
fof cereals at specially fixed low prices 
for the benefit of the poorer classes. 
No doubt an execltent idea. But this 











attempt to make the punishment 


‘the crime would have been more tm- 


pressive, had it not been for the 
fact that before the poorer classes 


had an opportunity” of availing 
themselves of the low prices, the 
police came along and bought up 


Aall_the stocks for themselves. 

‘The Japanese population does not 
‘suffer inthe same way from this 
artificially created shortage, because 
they ean’ buy at cheap prices from 
certain offical delivery centres. It is 
the Chinese poorer classes’ who 
suffer, Even "common — vegetables 
Which are grown in the market-gar~ 
dens outside the city have gone up 
two to 300 per cent. In consequence, 
although actually this year’s erop of 
garden produce has been exceptional 
ly good. 

Social Life Bright and Gay 

Owing to a variety of causes, such 
‘as the Japanese import restrictions, 
the uncertain state of the local cur- 
reney, the anti-British boycott a 
the war in Europe, what little busl- 
ress there ever was in Peiping is 
almost at a complete standstill. 
Nevertheless the foreign community 
shows no signs of depression or of 
having to Ughten its belt owing to 
hard times. ‘The social life continues 
jas bright “and gay as ever. ‘The 
‘Autumn Races attracted an almost 
larger crowd than usual, which was 
‘as merry and cheerful as if one were 
living in the most prosperous times 
‘and as if the whole world was en- 
Joying perfect peace. The foreign 
‘community has always been one of 
the most sheltered and isolated in 
China and has, at no time, been 
conspicuous for its interest in the 
sorrows of other parts of the world, 
But its apparently care-free attitude 
today is no doubt partly due to the 
fact that a large proportion of it are

Robber Opens Fire 

‘On September 17, 1993 two armed 
‘men tried to snatch’ a parcel contain- 
Ing $1,000 from a male Chinese walk- 


ing an Yunnan Road. In the strug- 
ile the parcel broke and $500 in notes 
fell to the ground. One of the rob- 
bers immediately picked them up and 
‘decamped. ‘The other robber took the 
remaining $500 from the man and de- 
camped into Kwangs! Road. ‘The 
man pursued the robber who fired 2 
shot at him in order to deter pursuit. 
C-P.C. 1300 on traMe duty at Kwangsi 
‘and Foochow Rosds corner was at 
tracted by the shooting and on ascer- 
taining that the man in front was a 
robber he immediately gave chase and 
after grappling with the man sueceed- 
ed in effecting his arrest, In the 
Struggle the robber fired two. shots 
belore the CP.C. overpowered him. 

‘Chinese Police Constable No, 3598 
Liu Shao Loong (absent from 1938 
Parade) awarded the Police Dis- 
Lingulshed Conduct Medal, Class 1 
For great bravery and devotion to 
‘duty, in pursuing a gang of armed 
robbers after they had shot their way 
out of a building where they had 
‘committed an armed robbery. 

‘On December 31, 1938, a gatig of 
four armed men entered a bank on 
Peking Koad. A Police Patrol was 
Informed that the robbery was tak- 
ing place and the Foreign Officer in 
charge posted a C.P.C. at the entrance 
fand then entered the building accom- 
panied by CP.C. 3398. A Chinese 
Police Watchman followed them. in. 
Shortly afterwards they were fired 
fon by the robbers from a staircase 
fand the Chinese Police Watchman 
fatally wounded. In the ensuing ex- 
change of shots the Foreign Officer 
‘was fatally wounded and the C-P.C:'s 
overcoat plereed 3. times by bullets. 
‘The C.P.C. emptied’ his magazine and 
the robbers then ran past him towards 
the entrance. One robber fired at 
‘him “from point blank range, the 
bullet tearing his sleeve.” Im- 
‘mediately after the robbers passed 
him the C.P.C. reloaded his ‘pistol 
and pursued them. He fred a further 
1G shots and in conjunction with other 
Police caused the death of one of

Political Murder 

Sergeant J. Salisbury and Chi- 
‘ese Police Constable No, 1087 Chu 
Hsiang Chen awarded the Police Dis-

On ‘November 12, 1998 a male Chi- 
nese riding in a public riesha on Che-

1087 on trafMe duty at Foochow and 
Cheklang Roads corner by an_ une 
known. male Chinese, The CP.

‘Chinese Pollee Constable No, 2723 
‘Yen Shang Shun awarded the Police

{tp assassinate a political personage on 
December 1, 1938. 

Ex-OMlelal Attacked 

On December 1, 1938 Mr. Wong 
Yoong Kwel, formerly an employee 
lof the Reformed Government of 
China, was walking along Bubbling 
Well ‘Road, “As he approached the 
corner of Hart Rood a member of a 
Terrorist organization, disguised as a 
‘second-hand hawker, fired one shot at 
hhim without effect.’ The vietim and 
the assassin both ran into Hart Road, 
‘Oh observing the above C-P.C. 2723 
who was travelling in a tramear at 
the time of the shooting, immediately 
opened the gates of the tram, drew 
his plstol and pursued the armed man. 
‘The assassin pointed his pistol at the 
CPC. and pulled. his trigger four 
times, the pistol misfiring each time. 
‘The C.P.C. then opened fire at the 
assassin and wounded him, The 
farmed man on being wounded threw 
‘away his gun and fell to the ground, 
Whereupon he was arrested by CPC. 
272, 

Chinese Police Constable No. 730 
Chao Yu Lan awarded the Police Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal, Class. 1. 
For exceptional bravery and devotion 
to duty on April 11, 1039, in engag- 
ing in a gun battle’ with’ a member 
of an assassination gang while suffer- 
ing from a gunshot wound indicted 
by the gang and thereby causing the 
arrest of two members of the gang. 





Chinese Constable Shot 

A gang of three assassins assembled 
outside Lane 127 Lioyd Road on April 
11, 1999, with the intention of shoot 
Ing @ prominent person connected 
with the Clty Government. On the 
vietim emerging from his residence 
‘one of the gang hurried into the lane 
‘and inflicted several gunshot wounds. 
Simultaneously a second member of 

1¢ gang went to the watehman's hut 
fat the entrance to the Jane with the 
intention of intimidating the watch- 
man, C.P.C. 730 was in the hut. ‘The 
gangster Immediately fred at the 
EPC. inticting a wound in the right 
shoulder. The C-P.C. though wound 
‘ed, drew and loaded his pistol and 
ufsued the gang. He fired two shots 
jas they were escaping from the lane. 
Tt subsequently transpired. that the 
CP.C. had wounded one of the gang 
who "was arrtsted together with a 
second member of the gang at a 
hospital “within one hour of the 
ascassination. 

Probationary Sergeant R. Rimmer 
and Chinese Police Constable No, 2082 
Chen Hung Shan awarded the Police

I, FPS. Rimmer for outstanding 
efficiency and bravery in pursuing an 
farmed criminal while under fire, and 
C-P.C. 2062 for excellent initiative and 
bravery In shooting dead an armed 
criminal, on March 25, 1039. 

FPS. Rimmer was in charge of a 
search ‘party functioning on Wuting 
Road. Suspecting a male Chinese, he 
called upon him to halt and the Chin- 
ese Immediately fired one shot at 
the search party and attempted to 
abscond. F.P.S. Rimmer pursued this 
‘man for a distance of 300-600 yards 
‘and fred only one shot as owing to 
‘darkness and the presence of pedes~ 
trians on the ronds, he considered it 
dangerous to fire unless certain of a 
lear aim.

‘Chinese Detective Constable No. 63

ullty of attempted assassination in 
2 bath house on February 3, 1939,

CDC, 63 had just completed his 
ablutions when the assassination was

Shanghai, Nov. 4. 

Chinese reports predict that con- 
tinuous easiness will reign “in ‘the 
‘Shanghai foreign ‘exchange market 
[gradually resulting in the increase of 
the value of the Chinese dollar giving 
several reasons for the improvement, 
‘The favourable financial position of 
the country will facilitate Chinese 
authorities to carry out gigantic 
‘economic reconstruction programmes 
inthe interior. 

Atter readjusting her foreign trade 
relations, the reports slate, China has 
been able to export more and import 
less, while in occupied areas, Customs 
figures show a steady decrease in 
foreign imports. “Furthermore, it is 
pointed out, the export of ‘native 
‘goods has not becn affected by the 
hostilities. 

‘This year's exports already total 
$138,200,000 t0 far showing ‘an in 
crease of more than $96,000,000 as 
compared with the figure for the 
Jsame period of last year. While ex- 
Porting native goods, Chinese mer 
‘chants have been. ‘selling foreigt 
fexchange to the Government. Re- 
‘mittances by overseas Chineso have 
‘iso. shown a. considerable increase, 
the reports explain, 


‘The suceess of the Chinese Govern- 
ment in controlling China's foreign 
trade and the restrictions effected by 
authorities in Hongkong have caused 
capital to Mow from the colony to 
Shanghal, it is asserted.

large scale natural phenomena, floods are perhaps the hardest to 


control. 


‘This is not, as a rule, because of any inherent engineering 


difficulty so much as because of the almost prohibitive expense 
such large seale work generally involves. The low lying areas ini 


the eastern counties of England 


took centuries to drain, most of 


the work being done by prisoners taken in the European wars; 
and even today pumps, stated to be the Jargest in the world, are 
required to keep the water level down. 


Great sums have been spent in 
regent yeurs on flood prevention and 
‘rainage—and they are essentially the 
same thing—in America, in Holland, 
fand in aly; and the floods in Man= 
huria and North China ean only be 
‘adequately checked by an expenditur 
Breater than the. country hi 
able to afford. “We cannot influence 
the rainfall or the tides, the level of 
the Yangtsze or the subsidence of the 
ground, and all these factors con~ 
tribute’ to flooding in Shanghai. We 
can only’ devise means for curbing 
the inconvenience they cause to the 
town. 

In prictice, these factors may be 
reduced to (wo—high water in the 
river and heavy rainfall; and though 
oth may set together ax when high 
water impedes the discharge from 
rainfall, It is convenient to consider 
them apart. 

igh Water in the River 

‘These floods only seriously, affect 
parts of the town near the Fiver oF 
the ercek, and in particular the area 
between Honan ‘oad and the Bund, 
and the area near the big department 
stores at the Nanking Toad and Che- 
Kinng Toad crossing. Certain. parts 
‘of the Northern, District are ‘also 
affected, bit Tess seriously. 

For the area between Honan Road 
andthe rivera programme was fol

ing ‘which is required to keep our 





flat drainage system suflciently free 
from accumulations of silt, was sup- 
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Rear-Admiral S. Iwamura 
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plemented by “engaging an engincer 
with an assistant specially for this 
work and making special equipment 
{or the rapid removal of deposit from 
each size of drain. This has raised: 
tthe amount of deposit removed each 
‘month from 120 tons to 600 tons, and 
the main drainage system for’ the 
areas most liable to flood has been 
cleaner this summer than ever before. 
‘A new large drain was laid in Great 
Western Road from Edinburgh Road 
to Columbia Read in the early part 
‘of the ‘year, and more. recently 9 
‘rain has been 
to carry flood water from Amherst 
Avenue’ to the Fahwah Creek. Also 
‘large supplementary drain has been 
oid connecting the low-lying. part of 
Tifeng Road to the main 46" diameter 
drain in Bubbling Well Road; and at 
the present time some 1.800\ fect of 
the lowest part of Jessfield Road is 
being reconstructed at 2 higher level. 
‘These Inexpensive expedients have 
Proved their value during recent 
Moods, but they slo no more than pre- 
vent or reduce Mooding arising from 
modorately heavy rainfall, and allght- 
ly reduce the duration of fooding 
from heavy downpours. 


Discharge Into Creek 


Really substantial improvement 
which would remove mest of the In- 
convenience from really heavy down- 
ours requires radical alterations. i 
the system. ‘The scheme af combined 
storage and pumping already des- 
cribed is too costly to warrant serious 
consideration at ‘the present time. 
But Ht would ‘suflciently meet the 
case if, instead of discharging oxtr 
Settlement drainage inta. the. Seitie- 
‘ment system at the point farthest 
from jts outlet. a separate system was 
constructed discharging direct. into 
the ‘Soochow Creek. As the road 
blocks between the railway and the 
Settlement boundary enclose areas | 
‘about fifteen times as large as those 
Inside the Settlement, much greater 
capacity drains are needed here and, 
together with’ the necessary. raising. 
of certain roads, the work required 
for “substantial improvement would 
cost about $800,000. 

Before such a scheme could be 
counted on to be continuously effec- 
tive and release the drains in. the 
Selttement from risk of suircharste, the 
co-operation of the neighbouring 
thorities must be ‘assured, and. steps 
‘must ‘be taken ‘to prevent the ‘pow 
sibility of ooding from the adjoin 
{ng Concession. 

‘The whole subject was dealt with

Manhandled

Following our enumeration of for~ 


clgners whom Russians count as their 
{rue fiends, one of our American 
friends asked us whether during the 

ars of Russian Civil War and 
emigration not one such friend has 
been produced by America. Of course 
we have American friends as well; 
there was simply no space to include 
them in last week's article, Russians, 
both at home and in emigration. have 
not forgotten what was done for them 
by Herbert Hoover when as a result 
of the Civit War whole regions ‘were 
literally dying out ina. terrible 
famine. 

‘The A.R.A, organization not only 
fed the hungry, and fought epidemics, 
but even fed and took care of children 
In hastily formed clubs on the pat- 
tern of the YMCA, Many Russians 
Aecing the couniry and settling down 
abroad were able to obtain per~ 
mission for their relatives to. join 
them only through the offices of the 
AIA, before Soviet authorities. 
‘Sinail’ wonder that later the Soviets 
held on inspired trial in which the 
ARA. was accused of being engaged 
in economic espionage. 

At present a brilliant diplomat and 
in the past no less brilliant a.journal- 
fst, Me. William Bullitt (the Ameri- 
can Ambassador in Paris) is not, 
however, very popular as when the 
struggle between the Reds and the

Almost 
everyone has had contact with ine 
dividual Russian. refugees, but. few 
have any coneeption of the Russian 
emigration ag a whole or have grasped 
is epie proportions and historiesigni- 
‘Tremendous Emigration 

‘the exodus of these unfortunate 
people Ix the most tremendous emi- 
ration duc (0 political persecution, 
which has occurred in modern times: 
Compared to it the French émigrés 
of 1789 were but a handful, and even 
the “Huguenots fleeing from Louis 
XIV were hardly more than one 
tenth as many. ‘To find a parallel 
‘one must go back to the Jewish dis- 
persion, and all the pathos and dra- 
matic appeal of that epic movement 
of 2,000 years ago is found in this 

rentieth Century counterpart, 
‘Although they are settled in every 
country of the globe, the, million 
Russian exiles feel themselves mem- 
bers of one nation, ‘They call this 
Russia-out-of-Russia, While they. toil 
to koep body und soul together, they 
struggle valiantly to preserve’ thelr 
Russian individuality. ‘This homesick 
emigration is a nation but it appears 
in no allas, no yearbook. Yet it has 
‘4 population of no less than 1,000,000, 
probably the most highly educated in 
the world and contains two men for 
‘every woman, It has no government 
bout Its capital is Paris, its diplomatic 
bureau is In Geneva, and its passports 
are issued through the. League of 
ations, It possesses no territory, 
bout its colonies are seattered through: 
out the world, One halt of the 
population of the nation are ex- 
soldicrs but it has no standing army.

Groundless Rumours 


It seems that certain circles have 
made it their business to create 
rumours in the Russian colony that

these rumours a number of examples 
fare served up. which, upon closer 
inspection, are seen to be greatly dis- 
torted or completely groundless. 
‘According to. Information we have 
received, these rumours have no 
basis. 

‘A. great_many Russians are em- 
ployed In various departments of the 
French Municipality; Russian units 
in the French Police form a large 
body; a thousand bonds exist between 
Russians and the French Concession; 
and it would be dimeult to imagine 
that relations towards Russian 
émigrés—who have no say in policies 
of the present government of Russia 
‘should change, or hitherto non- 
existent enforeements be instituted. 

‘The Emigrants’ Committee has 
founded a charity committee, one of 
whose activities it will be to distei- 
bute funds among Russian schools 
and make it possible for a greater 
number of Russian boys and girls to 
receive an education. Dr. D.1, Kaza- 
‘koff, founder of the Russian School on 
‘Avenue Petain and of the Russian 
Hospital, has been elected chairman 
of this new committee. 


Promising Dramatic Season 


‘The present theatrical and social 
season promises to be a very interest- 
ing one. ‘The Russian Drama un 
Operetta, theatricals in the Russian 
Club and Balls all are being more 
than ‘well attended. The | Russian 
Dublie is also showing more than the 
Usual interest’ in concerts "and 
cinema-pielures. ‘The Bohemian Club 
Khlam is opening Its season soon, The 
wholesale rise in prices does not 
Seem to lessen the Russian colony's 
thirst for amusement. 

French Concession tenants have 
launched their campaign against 
boarding-house keepers in earnest. A 
petition to the French Consul-General 
has been written in a few dozen 
copies and Is now busily collecting 
signatures. This petition comes from 
several thousand’ families who are 
forced to live in rooms whose rent 
hhas in the average increased by 300 
per cent. In the autumn of 1939 
boarding-houses charged $100 for a 
room which in 1938 cost $90. On 
these grounds speculation has risen. 
“Rent-sharks” expended large capital 
buying, for Instance, houses of twelve 
rooms for some ridiculously high 
Agure like $9,000, with the aim of 
covering all this expense within the 
first year. Due to a special regula- 
tion limiting their sphere of action, 
the police have been unable to afford 
protection.

piped to a depth of 940 feet in the 
[same area of Shanghal, 

‘Two other wells whose depth is 
between 50 and 900 feet are at pre 
sent producing several hundred gal 
flons per minute of water of excel 
ent "quality, both chemically and 
bacteriologically. 

"As regards the depth of borin 
several have been made in the last 
twelve months to a depth in excess 
of 900 fect, The China Deep Well 
Drilling Company have struck bed- 
rock for the first time in Shanghai 
Jat a depth of 987 feot; this is a fact 
fof great scientific importance, 

Tha boring made by the same firm 
Jin 1938 to a depth of over 900 fect 
‘layer of lignifed wood and fine 
‘white sand was found between 692 
and 918 feet, Layers containing 
‘wood have been found in, Shanghat 
before, but “never at such a great 
‘depth’ and of a such thickness, T 
‘myself possess several specimens of 
this wood.

Mr. Clarence E, Gauss, US, Consul 
General, presided and ‘he’ was’ sup- 
ported by. Sir Herbert Phillips, 7M 
Eonsul-General, and Mr. ¥. hiura, 
Sapanese Constil-General. Mr, ‘RT. 
Bryan jun, represented the Shang- 
hai ‘Municipal Council, Mr. B.A. 
Long, secretary of he Consular Body 
was. also. present, 

Before calling Mr. Robertson to 
the ‘witness box, Mr. Bryan handed 
a cheque for $2.44,10 to counsel for 
the petitioner, which money is due 
to Mr. Kelly. ‘After recelving the 
court's assurances that the petitioner 
could accept this money without pre- 
Sudice to. his ease, It was accepted. 

From the witness-box, Mr. Rober 
son told the court that on the after- 
oon of March 31 or on the morning 
of April 1, he told Mr. Kelly that 
certain allegations ‘of extortion had 
‘Been made” against. him, Witness 
thereupon ordered Mtr. J. Mason, 
Divisional Detective OMicer, to make 
preliminary investigations into” the 
case, 
































‘liminary. Investigations 
Alter detailing at some length, the 
procedure adopted by the police in 
cases of this nature, witness sald that 
‘according to the findings of these pre- 
liminary, investigations he drew up, 
certain charges against Mr. Kelly and 
@ “number of Chinese detectives, 
which were submitted to the respon- 
dents by the officer in chargo of Con- 
tral Station. “The date for the hear- 
Ing was fixed for April 13, but re 
spondents wore informed that wite 
ness was prepared to extend this, 
period if required. 

In roply toa question, Mr, Robert 
son stated that police regulations did 
nok make it necessary for Mr. Kelly 
to be present at the preliminary, in- 
vestigations and that Mr. Mason had 
completed ‘his report on April 9 oF 
10, The hearing, he added, com- 
menced on April 13 and was com- 
pleted on April 25, proceedings hav- 
Ing been carried on without Interrup- 
tion except for week-ends. 

‘With reference to chartes 4 and 5 
of which both Mr. Kelly and the Chi- 
nese detectives, according to the 
wording of the procedure, were 
found quilty, witnoss stated that Mr, 
Kelly was only guilty of charge 4 
but that both charges had been put 
together as Mr. Kelly had left the 
premises before the money was ox- 
forted but that the Chinese had not 
Toft, thus making it dimeult to have 
separate cases against Mr. Kelly and 
the Chinese. 

‘Crime diaries, according to the 
witness. wore issucd to all detectives 
fand to certain uniformed members of 
‘the force so that thelr movements 
could be checked. He added that the 
Importance of the book may be seen 
‘from the fact that they must be kept 
for five years before being destroyed. 
In reply to another question, witness 
said that detectives were not strictly 
required to fll out the crime diary 
in full but that it was necessary to 
slate the time, the place visited and 
‘the reason for the visit and that one 
‘of the main purposes of the book was 
to protect detectives against any 
future’ allegations. 

‘Motor Diaries 

In dealing with the question of 
motorear diaries, witness said that 
these had been introduced merely to 
prevent detectives frum using. potice 
curs for private purposes and that 
the diavies were checked daily by the 
officer in charge of the station. 

‘Asked whether’ it was customary 
that a detective should dictate a re- 
port to a clerk, Mr, Robertson said 
that it was not, but thay it was quite 
usual for a detective to write out his 
report in longhand and to let the 
clerk type it out for him, 

‘Mr, Kelly, according to witness, 
was fating a shatehing ease, 
an attempted: suicide case and a 








also been requested to make out 2 
report on a shooting affair which oc- 
curred on Szechuen Road Bridge and 
to which he had been a witness. 

‘Witness told the court that after 
arrest and before discharge prisoners 
‘must pass the offer on duty in the 
charge room, it being considered 
Irregular when arrests or eleases are 
made in any other manner. 

Pistols. Mr, Robertson went on to 
say, must only be drawn when it is 
believed that armed men are about to 
be faced and when a foreign officer 
draws his weapon the Chinese in his 
party must do likewise. 

‘Asked whether during the proceed- 
Ings against Mr, Kelly, witness had 
called Mr. Tong, a lawyer represent- 
Ing one of the complainants at the 
me, a liar ag stated by Mr. Kelly 
during a previous hearing in this 
case. Mr. Robertson said that Tong 
hhad come to give evidence with the 
complainant and that he (witness) 
id not eall Tong a liar because he 
‘could not use such language In the 
presence of members of the force, 
but that he had told the Chinese 
lawyer that he had been guilty of un- 
Professional. conduct, which fact 
should be brought to the notice of 
the Bar Association, 

"in referring to Mr. Kelly's super- 
annuation funds, witness said that at 
the time he had suggested that this 
bbe paid out in full but that this sug> 
gestion was turned down, 

In. eross-examining witness, Mr. 
Rocks asked whether the record of 
the proceedings against Mr. Kelly 
‘were quite correct. Mr, Robertson re- 
plied In the affirmative. adding that 
he had taken everything down in 
Tonghand himself, Mr, Reeks then 
pointed out that in the’record of his 
findings, witness had stated that Mr. 
Kelly and the Chinese detectives 
were guilty of charges 4 and 5 
whereas, a few minutes ago, he had 
said that Mr. Kelly was oniy guilty 
of charge 4. 

Mr. Reeks then pointed out that 
contrary to witness's assertion a few 
‘minutes before, to the effect that all 
investigation had been completed on 
April 0 oF 10. the statements of two 
clerks were added on April 14 and 
the very fact that something had 
been ‘added to charge at that time 
showed that witness himself was not 
fully conversant with the rules and 
rogulations of the Police Force. Mr. 
Reeks added that only as a restilt of 
the present case certain amendments 
had been made to the regulations. 


Charges Considered Serlous 
Asked whether he considered the 
charges against Mr. Kelly serious, 
‘witness said that he considered them 
very serious, 

If this was the case, Mr. Reeks 
added, why. then did’ witness not 
avail himselt of the commissioner's 
suggestion to appoint a board to hear

Tn reply, Mr, Robertson said that he 
not only had suficient evidence and

Resumed Hearing 
Nov. 4. 

Four witnesses gave evidence yes- 
terday afternoon before Mr. A. E. 
JLong, acting as Commissioner of the 
[Court of Consuls, in the ease in which 
Mir. Patrick J. Kelly, former delec- 
five-sergeant of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police, represented by Mr. H. A. 
Recks, “is ‘the petitioner and the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council is the 
Jdefendant, 

‘Mg. Bryan, at the oponing of yes- 
{terday’s hearing, called Mr. J. Stason, 
‘Superintendent of - the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Police, to the witness-box. 

‘Mr, Mason told the court that he 
was in charge of “C* Division and 
that, “at the request of Assistant 
(Commissioner H. D. M. Robertson, he 
made preliminary inquiries into a 
‘complaint of alleged extortion which 
had ‘been received against Mr. Kelly. 
‘Witness stated that when he had com= 
pleted his report, he passed it on to 
/atr. Robertson who was in charge of 
the trial. 

‘Witness, in reply to a question, said 
{that it was not necessary that a per- 
json charged with an offence should 
Jbe present at a preliminary inquiry. 
In ‘referring tothe Crime Diary, 
‘witness said that this book was pri 
marily for the use of the police force 
rather than of the Municipal Advo- 
Jcate. He said that these books were 
the property of the police and not of 
the ‘legal department of the SMC. 
In referring to personal diaries, wit 
‘ness. sald that these were used by 
dolectives so as to enable them to 
record their movements. Rules and 
regulations, witness continued, were 
strictly followed within the ‘police 
force as far as he knew. 


Petitioner Did Not Object 
Asked whether Mr. Kelly had ever 
objected to Mr, Robertson hearing the 
ease, witness replied in the negative.

‘Mr. Kelly, witness continued, was 
present throughout the trial.

‘Motorcar diaries, witness stated, 
were not sent to headquarters but

Tn feferring to personal diaries 
once more, witness ‘sald that their 
primary function was fo safeguard the 
‘otective and that, as a rule, these 
diaries did not go further than to 
the genior detective in the station, 

“Asked for the reason for his pre- 
sence at the trial, witness said that 
he ‘was there to safeguard the inter- 
ests of Mr. Kelly and to assist him 
if necessary. In reply to a further 
question, witness stated that in his. 
opinion, ‘Mr. Robertson was fair and 
unbiased towards Mr, Kelly during 
the trial. 





Lawyer's Conduet Questioned 
Cross-examined by Mr. Reeks, wit 
ness in reply to counsel's query’ as to 
why "Mr. Robertson had considered 
the conduet of Mr. ‘Tong. a lawyer, 
unprofessional. sald that Mr. Tong 
had not been telling the*truth and 
that Mr, Robertson had taxed him 
with this. 

He also agreed to Mr. Reek's con- 
tention that the personal diary of a 
detective is only seen by compara- 
tively less important senior officers. 
He ‘denied that he had seen tho 
‘motorear diary immediately the com- 
plaint was laid against Mr, Kelly, but 
‘agreed that this would have been 
possible. “He also said that if Mr. 
Kelly had wanted to conceal his trip 
0 the Takoo Road address, he would 
not have had to enter the trip on 
the motorear diary. 

Tn referring to the crime diary 
‘once ‘gain, witness agreed that it 
could be written in sections and that 
it may cover any number of days. 
Hf the final crime ‘diary. contained 
things done initially but which until 
then had been omitted, no inference 
against the detective would be made, 

‘Witness also agreed to the fact that 
the erimes of which the Chinese re- 
spondents had been found guilty. 
were very serious. In referring to 
the punishment meted out to these 
Chinese detectives, Mr Mason stated 
that they had been dismissed from 
the force and that thelr losses were 
from between $300 to $500 each. 

In answering Mr. Recks further, 
witness said that eight other foreige 
detectives were on duty with him on 
‘March 31, and he refused to deny the 
possibility that of the 12 to 15 cases 
hhandied ‘by the detectives. on that 
day, eight might have had to pass 
through Mr. Kelly.

John Dudley ‘Morris, a 30. years 
Jold Briton employed at the Chusan 
Road branch of the S.M.C. Public 
Health Dept, faced a charge of man- 
slaughter before a jury. in ‘HM, 
Court yesterday. Heard 

{before Sir Allan Mossop, Chiet Judge, 
the trial of Morris followed a lengthy: 
preliminary hearing in TEM, Police 
Court in “September when he was 
Jchorged with the manslaughter of 


jaccording to the prosecution, during 
‘a brawl in a lane off Baikal ‘Road in 
the early “hours of September 9, 
‘As the names of the jurymen were 
being announced by Mr. C, H. Haines, 
H. M, Registrar, before the opening 
fof the tial, an objection was lodged 
by Mx H,’ A. Recks, on behalf’ of 
accused, to Mr. A. P. Nazer, whose 
fname was struck off. "The five mem= 
bers of the jury were: Messrs, J. 
Ward, L. B,” Ulingworth, H.C.” ¥. 
Aris, 'S. ‘A. Sayer and H. Cada. 

In his opening, Mr, John MeNetit 
[the Crown Advocate, who prosecuted 
on behalf of the Crown, outlined the 
events leading up to the scene in 
{the alleyway where the Chinese had 
died, He stated that the accused had 
‘been detained by the Japanese Naval 
‘Landing Party until '§ pam. on the 
following day, when he had been re+ 
leased and taken to a police station. 
/Kopstein, a German-Jewish refugee, 
who was stated to have been with 
‘Morris at the time, was also detained. 
by the Japanese Naval Landing Party, 
and Lee, a Chinese, who was also 
alleged to have been present, was 
still under detention so far as he 
knew. 

‘The first witness to be called was 
Torry William Robert Wilson, em- 
ployed In the Land office of the 
Public Works Dept, SMC, He tostl- 
fed that plans, (produced) tad been 
made under hig supervision. “Max 
‘Kopstein, the next witness, told the 
Court that at about 8 o'clock on the 
evening of Seplember 8 he was in 
the Café Colibri, 18 Broadway, with 
Lee, “a Chinese’ employed by the 
SMC. in the office of accused. 

‘Morris and a friend, whose name 
he did not know, then entered and 
sat with them at'the table. After 
having some beer they all left th 
‘café at about 1030 p.m. and proceed: 
ed to Hongkew Police Station where 
‘they had several drinks of beer in 
the canteen, Leaving the canteen 
‘when it closed, Morris, Lee and him- 
self then went to the Café Carioca, 
which was on Broadway, opposite 
Wayside Post Ofice. 

‘After drinking beer they left this 
place at about midnight, walked along 
Baikal Road and into a Jane on the 
Tight side, He could not remember 
whether Morris or Lee opened a door 
In the lane about 100 steps from the 
entrance, but elther Morris or Lo 
‘opened the door of a house, All 
three went a few steps inside the 
house and at once walked back. 

‘Witness walked in front and he 
thought that Morris and Lee would 
follow, When he turned around he 
saw that Morris was hitting a Chi- 
nese on the mouth, He did not 
know ‘whother the Chinese ell ac~ 
cidentally or whether the force ot 
the blow knocked him down, but he 
fell to the ground, He added that 
when they had gone into the house 
he had geen several girls, while the 
man whom he had seen Morris strike 
was sweeping the floor. He saw 
nobody else, ‘The girls were prosti- 
tutes, he sald, 

Kopstein stated that he saw Morris 
strike the man three or four times 
‘and at the time of the striking there 
was a Chinese hawker in the lane. 
‘When the Chinese fell to the ground 
lt three of them walked out of the 

ane, back {o Baikal Road and entered 
‘a Tone on the opposite sido of the 
rood. ‘Then they” walked towards 
‘Wayside Toad. 
‘At Wayside Road Morris bade them 
goodnight and witness suggested 
that he and Lee should walle back 
to the lane to see what had happened 
fo the Chinese. When they reached 
Baikal Road between the two lanes, 
several Chinese Jumped on Lee and 
started to hit him, As he could not 
help, there being so many Chinese 
present, witness” ran along Baikal 
Road to got help.

Practically the same thing happened 
when the third charge was. made 
Against him, He asked. whether the 
foet that the pistol belonged to a 
room-mate and ‘that he had intended 
to return the weapon, could be con- 
sidered as larceny, When receiving a 
reply in the aflirmative,  Ilermann 
pleaded guilty to this charge as well. 

In opening his case for the prosecu- 
tion, Mr. Shields told the court that 
Hermann held the pistol against the 
head of the driver of a taxi of which 
he was a passenger, orderings him to 
drive faster.

THE FLEET IN BEING 
By Vice-Aom, Six Janes Somemtte 


‘There was no Navy Week this year—you 
all know why, so T need not go into the 
reasons. But as many of you lost a chance 
of learning something about the Royal Navy 
and its work Tam ready to put before 
you some simple facts about the Navy—the 
Navy which that great writer and pook, 
Rudyard Kipling, called so expressively ‘A 
Fleet in Being. 

‘Where docs this Flect have its bel 
what does it consist and what are ils duties ? 
Let me tell you. ‘The Flect can be divided 
Into four main groups. ‘There are the Home 
Fleet and, the Mediterranean Fleet. These 
are our main fleets, ‘Then there are the 
‘Overseas Squadrons stationed in such widely 
separated places as China, the West’ Indies, 
the East Indies and Africa ; and finally the 
Reserve Flect. Besides these four groups 
there are also the Dominion Navies of Aus- 
| Walia, New Zealand,and Canada, Providing 

their’ respective governments agree, these 
are available to help us when we want them. 
Why is the Navy divided up into these 
groups? Admiral Sir Herbert Richmond, the 
well-known naval historian, has lkened an 
island kingdom to a fortress. It can only 
be taken in, two ways: either by direct as~ 
sault or by’having all supplies cut off and 
|; 80 being starved out, The task of the Navy, 
in conjunction with the Army and the Royal 
Air Force, is to prevent attempts by an 
{ enemy to achieve either of these objects. 
}| Of course, the comparison is not quite cor 
rect, becatise the Navy does not merely seok 
¥ to protect the United Kingdom and supplies 
| to that Kingdom. Certainly the "United 
Kingdom is the heart of the British Empire 
| anda stab in the heart is fatal, but to pro- 
tect the heart alone is not suMMcient. ‘The 
stationing of the various Fleets and squad- 
| vons is designed to ensure that every part 
| of the Imperial body will he guarded against 
| attack,

{ — Point—the battleship—under cover of which 
the lighter forces can conduct their opera: 
tions secure in the knowledge that here is 

rallying point should superior enemy forces 
be encountered. 




















‘The battleship with her large guns and 

\ heavy armour is designed to give and receive 
hard Knocks. She has a powerful battery of 
anti-aircraft guns to beat off air attacks and 
the best underwater defence against torpedo 
fallack. ‘Truc, she cannot hit back at the 
submarine that attacks her. For that she 
must rely on the destroyers. Beautiful ships, 
these destroyers—the cavalry of the Navy 
and yet oddly enough maids of all work, su 
multifarious are their duties. What finer 
sight than a flotilla of destroyers launched 
to the attack, foam and spray screening their 
bows, twisting and turning together, every 
officer: and man tense and concentrated on 
his duty? And at night too—searching for 
the enemy ; ghostlike forms in the black 
' darkness. Only an experienced eye can tell 
| that those two faint white blurs, separated 
| bya dark patch, are the bow waves and 
stern wash of some destroyer, shadowing and 








I 
reporting to the attacking forces every move~ 
{J ment of the enemy. 
‘The cruisers you will find in every fleet 
‘and squadron. Some are specially-designed 
| for work with the main Meets, but the great 
majority ean be used, either with the main 
fleets or for the protection of our Imperial 
ines of communication—the great trade 
routes. We have 61 of these cruisers and 
another 23 are now being built: 
Aircraft carriers are confined to the Home 
Fleet, the Mediterranean Fleet, the China 
Squadron and the Reserve Fleet. Why does 
the Navy require an Air Force? Nowadays, 
aeroplanes are an indispensable part of the 
naval forces. With their help, the admiral 
of a fleet or squadron can have hundreds of 
square miles of the sea examined for signs 
of enemy ships. If enemy surface ships are 
detected, he can launch attacks with his air 











striking force, armed with bombs or torpe- 
does. If lurking submarines are sighted 
they can be forced to dive and thus pre- 
vented from taking up positions from which 
to attack. 

Why is it necessary for these aircraft to 
be manned by naval officers and men? 1 
suggest that whether their dutics lie 2n the 
sea, under the sea or over the sea, sea men 
are required. Men bred to the ‘sea, men 
who know the ways of ships and above all 
how good a friend the sea can prove and how 
bad an enemy. There are seven of these 
aireraft earriers in the Fleet at present and 
we are building six more, of which two have 
been launched : in fact, one—the Formidable 
‘<laupehed herself. Our latest aircraft car~ 
rier is named the Ark Royal—a fine and 
historic name for any of the King's ships and 
a singularly appropriate name for a ship that 
cradles 60 alreralt. 

Destroyers and submarines are distributed 
mainly between the Home, Mediterranean 
and Reserve Fleets, but in the China Squad- 
ron there are thirteen destroyers and sixteen 
submarines. 

Now let us turn to the Reserve Flest for 
‘a moment. In this Fleet you will find ships 
that are undergoing extensive refits and also 
the older ships or—shall T say ?—the not-so- 
young ships, since they are still capable of 
Very good service. This Fleet consists of 
fone battleship, with two other battleships 
refitting, 24 cruisers, three aircraft carriers, 
94 destroyers and submarines, together 
with a great number of smaller ves- 
gels such as mine-sweepers, trawlers and 
other craft: a valuable reinforcement indeed 
to the home and overseas fleets and squadrons 
in time of war. 

‘A word about these trawlers. Why does 
the Navy want trawlers? Well, it is not to 
catch fish, but to catch submarines. ‘They 
‘are magnificent scaboats and manned by 
magnificent seamen. Equipped with sub- 
marine detecting apparatus and depth 
charges, their duty is to hunt and destroy 
submarines lying off the approaches to our 
harbours at-home and abroad. For this 
purpose they are admirably adapted. 

In peace, the Navy that I have described 
is manned by 133,000 officers and men, but 
in war this number is increased by the addi- 
tion of between 60 and 70 thousand pen- 
sioners and reservists. Pensioners are men 
who have completed 22 years’ service but are 
certainly not too old at 40. 

One of the finest sights to be seen any- 
where is a man-of-war entering harbour. 
She is like a good-looking well-dressed 
Woman entering a room. Every cye is on 
her—every sailor's “eye anyway. Should a 
single man be out of position on deck, 
oat at the davits an inch down by the bows 
or the stern, or, worst of all horrors, some= 
body's head’ looking out of a porthole, it 
will be many a long day before they hear 
the tast of it. 








‘The Fleet I have described is not in itself 
self-sufficient. It requires for ils proper 
maintenance another Fleet, the flect of 
auxiliaries. These include repair ships, de- 
pot or mother ships, store ships, ammunition 
ships, olf tankers ‘and many ‘others. The 
Fleet also requires naval bases, such as Ports 
mouth, Malta and Singapore. ' Some miscon- 
ception exists about the purpose of these 
fortified naval bases. An Admiral in Aus- 
tralia pointed out recently that naval bases 
fare not funk holes into which the Navy re- 
tires to avoid attack. ‘On the contrary,’ he 
said, ‘they are springboards from which at- 
tucks can be launched.’ 

T have given you a fow simple facts about 
the Navy. The duty of the Navy is expressed 
most beautifully and concisely in the fol- 
lowing words of a prayer which is read daily 
‘on board every ship in the Fleet. Here they 
are: “That we may be a safeguard unto 
our most gracious sovereign Lord, King 
George, und his Dominions, and a sceurity 
for such as pass on the seas upon their lawful 

‘These words give the whole duty and pur- 
pose of our Flect in Being.

Amongst the masses who 
have nothing at stake, there is ob- 
served a certain amount of Schaden- 
freude.” 

‘Mr. Robert ‘T. Smallbones, British 
‘Consul-General at Frankfort-on-Main, 
on December 14 related in detail 
‘what happened to a well-educated 
Jew who was in the trenches in the 
last_war and hed a good business 
at Frankfort. The Jew's statements, 
‘Mr. Smallbones declared, correspond. 
‘ed with those of others seized and 
humiliated during the pogrom. 

‘Typical Indignities 

A. typical passage in this recital 
of indignities suffered before his 
removal to Buchenwald reads: “The 
SS. and police now had to sport 
With their charges. ‘They made them 
Knee! down, cross their hands behind 
their backs, and lean forward until 
they touched the ground with their 
foreheads. ‘Those who could not 
perform this feat were assisted by 
the guards, who kicked them in the 
back of the neck. Others were made 
to run round the building. Some 
were sick.” 

‘At Buchenwald Mr, Smallbon:s. 
proceeded logging was ordered for 
trifling offences, such as not jumping 
to attention quickly. A Rabbi was 
flogged because he “refused to sign 
hhis name on the Sabbath. He was 
then’ threatened with a second 
‘ogging. His spirit was too weak, 
and he signed."—Reuter.
